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MARKET  REVIEW 

Deliveries  of  sugar  for  U.  S.  consumption  from  January  1  through  No- 
vember 17,  1962  totaled  8,600,000  tons  or  76,000  tons  more  than  for 
the  same  period  last  year.  Cane  sugar  refiners  deliveries  exceed  those 
of  last  year  by  299 , 000  tons  but  deliveries  by  beet  sugar  processors  are 
down  208,000  tons. 

Sugar  deliveries  during  the  final  six  weeks  of  1961  totaled  1,087,000 
tons  or  about  181,000  tons  per  week,  the  same  volume  as  delivered 
during  the  week  ending  November  17,  1962.  Beet  sugar  deliveries  during 
the  latter  part  of  1961  averaged  48,000  tons  per  week  or  about  5,000 
tons  more  than  the  recent  level  of  beet  sugar  deliveries  . 

Beet  sugar  deliveries  in  1962  through  October  were  down  196,000  tons, 
raw  value,  from  those  of  the  previous  year  to  the  same  date.  Through 
September  1962  they  were  down  1 86  ,  000  tons  ,  raw  value  ,  or  3,  47  3, 000 
cwt.  refined  value.  Deliveries  by  states  for  January-September  are 
published  in  this  issue  of  Sugar  Reports.  The  following  table  shows  the 
states  where  the  major  declines  in  beet  deliveries  occurred  as  well  as 
the  changes  in  cane  sugar  deliveries  for  those  states.

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Over  79  percent  of  the  decrease  in  beet  sugar  deliveries  was  in  five 
eastern  states  that  are  in  the  freight  absorption  territory  for  western 
beet  sugar  processors.  Less  than  10  percent  of  the  change  is  traceable 
to  reduced  inventories  of  Michigan  and  Ohio  factories.  Cane  sugar  de- 
liveries to  these  five  eastern  states  did  not  quite  offset  the  decreased 
deliveries  of  beet  sugar.  While  beet  sugar  deliveries  to  Illinois  and 
California  were  not  down  significantly,  these  two  states  are  shown  in  the 
table  to  highlight  the  increased  cane  sugar  deliveries  to  these  most  com- 
petitive marketing  states.  Total  deliveries  of  cane  and  beet  sugar  to 
Illinois  and  California  were  up  1,144,000  cwt.  Total  deliveries  to  all 
other  states  were  416,000  cwt.  below  those  of  last  yearduring  January- 
September  ,  as  a  result  of  a  decrease  of  3, 227, 000  cwt .  in  beet  sugar 
deliveries  to  states  other  than  Illinois  and  CaMfnrnia  and  an  increase  of 
2,811,000  cwt.  for  cane  sugar.

The  spot  price  of  raw  sugar  at  New  York  averaged  6.42  cents  per  pound 
from  November  1-23  and  has  averaged  ^.44  cents  from  January  1 -No- 
vember 23,  1962,  compared  with  6.29  cents  for  the  same  period  of 
1961.  The  wholesale  refined  price  of  sugar  in  the  Northeast  has  aver- 
aged 9.59  cents  per  pound  from  January  I  -  November  23,  1962,  or 
0.14  cent  higher  than  during  a  comparable  period  last  year. 

The  market  for  world  sugar  as  quoted  by  the  New  York  Coffee  and  Sugar 
Exchange  has  been  very  active  in  the  past  few  weeks .  The  October 
average  price  was  3 .  28  cents  per  pound ,  the  high  having  been  3  .  55  cents 
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per  pound  on  October  23  and  the  final  quotation  3.50.  The  world  sugar 
price  stood  at  3.50  cents  for  the  first  10  days  of  November  and  then 
advanced  very  rapidly  to  3.80  cents  on  the  20th.  On  November  23  all 
1963  futures  positions  closed  above  four  cents. 

Crop  conditions  in  Europe  and  the  sugar  and  political  situation  in  Cuba 
no  doubt  were  the  principal  factors  affecting  the  market.  On  November 
15  Cuba  released  figures  showing  stocks  of  590,700  Spanish  long  tons 
on  September  30.  The  trade  estimated  those  stocks  as  about  equal  to 
Cuba's  contractual  obligations  to  the  Socialist  countries. 

The  International  Sugar  Council  held  its  thirteenth  session  in  London  on 
November  1.  Thirty-seven  countries  attended.  Regarding  the  world 
sugar  situation,  the  Council  released  the  following  in  a  Press  Commu- 
nique: 

"The  Council  considered  preliminary  estimates  of  the  world  market  sit- 
uation for  the  year  1963.  It  adopted  an  estimate  made  by  its  Statistical 
Committee  of  the  minimum  net  import  requirements  of  the  free  market 
for  1963  amounting  to  11,523,000  metric  tons  raw  value.  The  Council 
noted  that  the  import  requirements  of  the  United  States  of  America  from 
foreign  sources  were  estimated  at  3,630,000  metric  tons,  raw  value, 
making  a  total  for  the  requirements  of  the  world  market  of  15,  155,000 
metric  tons,  raw  value.  Details  will  be  published  shortly.  The  Council 
also  considered  the  supplies  of  sugar  likely  to  be  offered  on  the  total 
world  market  in  1963  and  endorsed  the  opinion  of  its  Statistical  Com- 
mittee that  present  indications  suggest  that  there  will  be  a  close  sta- 
tistical balance  between  supply  and  demand  in  1963. 

"The  Council  had  a  preliminary  and  useful  discussion  of  arrangements 
for  the  negotiation  of  a  1963  International  Sugar  Agreement  to  succeed 
the  1958  Agreement  upon  the  latter's  expiry  on  31  December  1963  and 
agreed  that  the  matter  should  be  further  discussed  at  its  next  session. 
Governments  were  invited  in  the  interval  to  bring  their  attention  to  bear 
upon  the  problems  involved  in  establishing  an  effective  International 
Sugar  Agreement. 

"Preparations  were  made  for  the  early  publication  of  the  Council's  study 
"The  World  Sugar  Economy  -  Structure  and  Policies." 
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"The  Council  adopted  a  programme  of  work  on  the  promotion  of  sugar 
consumption .  " 

"The  Council  unanimously  elected  Dr.  H.  J.  Scharmer,  of  the  Federal 
Republic  of  Germany,  as  its  Chairman,  and  Mr.  Frederico  Patino,of 
Mexico,  as  its  Vice-Chairman  for  1963." 
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ADMINISTRATIVE  ACTIONS  RELATING  TO  SUGAR  SUPPLIES  FOR 
1962,  AND  BEING  CONSIDERED  FOR  1963 
Continuation  of  Sequence  following  Sugar  Act  Amendments  in  July  1962 

Two  supply  actions  have  been  taken  since  the  last  Sugar  Reports  went 
to  press,  details  of  which  are  shown  below: 


1.  200,000  Tons  of  Sugar  Quota  Deficits  Reallotted:  (November  1,  1962) 

TheU.  S.  Department  of  Agriculture  today  announced  approval  on  Oct. 
31,  1962,  of  applications  by  importers  covering  the  200,000  tons  of 
sugar  quota  deficits  which  were  announced  Oct.  25  (press  release  USDA 
3763-62). 

The  applications  covered  individual  cargoes  of  sugar  scheduled  to  be 
imported  from  Western  Hemisphere  countries  and  were  approved  in  the 
order  of  the  scheduled  date  of  arrival  of  the  sugar  in  the  United  States.

The  announcement  Oct.  25  stated  that  applications  covering  sugar  for 
arrival  after  Dec.  15  would  not  become  eligible  for  consideration  until 
Nov.  6.  Since  applications  have  been  approved  covering  the  entire 
200,000  tons,  applications  covering  sugar  for  importation  within  this 
quantity  after  Dec.  15  cannot  now  be  considered  for  approval. 
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2.  Establishment  of  1963  Sugar  Requirements  and  Quotas  Being 
Considered:  (November  27,  1962) 


Secretary  of  Agriculture  Orville  L.  Freeman  today  announced  that  the 
U.  S.  Department  of  Agriculture  is  considering: 

(1)  A  determination  of  sugar  requirements  and  the  establishment  of 
quotas  for  the  calendar  year  1963  totaling  9,800,000  short  tons,  raw- 
value  , 

(2)  The  authorization  for  purchase  and  importation  during  the  period 
January-May  1963  of  750,000  short  tons,  raw  value,  of  global  quota 
sugar,  and 

(3)  The  establishment  of  an  import  fee  of  1 .  80  cents  per  pound  on  sugar 
imported  within  the  global  quota.  Import  fees  applicable  to  sugar  im- 
ported within  specific  country  quotas  would  be  0.36  cents  per  pound  on 
raw  sugar  and  0.56  cents  per  pound  on  direct-consumption  sugar. 

The  750,000  tons  of  global  quota  sugar  which  would  be  authorized  for 
importation  during  the  period  Jan.  1  -  May  31,  1963  would  be  allocated 
under  terms  similar  to  those  applicable  in  1962;  that  is,  foreign  coun- 
tries would  be  invited  to  submit  proposals  to  supply  sugar  during  this 
period  and  to  state  the  extent  to  which  they  will  purchase  U.  S.  agri- 
cultural commodities  with  the  net  receipts  from  the  sale  of  the  sugar. 
Proposals  submitted  on  or  before  Dec.  20,  1962,  would  be  considered 
simultaneously . 

Factors  being  considered  by  the  Secretary  are  set  forth  in  a  Notice  of 
Proposed  Rule  Making  which  is  scheduled  for  publication  in  the  Federal 
Register  Dec.  1.  All  persons  are  provided  the  opportunity  to  submit 
written  data,  views,  or  arguments  prior  to  Dec.  5,  1962. 

The  substantive  portion  of  the  Statement  of  Bases  and  Purpose  contained 
in  the  notice  of  proposed  rule  mdking,  which  is  set  forth  in  form  and 
language  appropriate  for  issuance  as  a  final  order  if  adopted  by  the 
Secretary,  follows: 
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"During  the  12-month  period  ended  October  31,  1962,  distribution  of 
sugar  for  consumption  in  the  continental  United  States  totaled  9  ,  7 1 1 ,  000 
short  tons,  raw  value.  Inventories  of  sugar  in  the  hands  of  food  proc- 
essors, wholesalers  and  retailers  are  believed  to  have  increased  during 
this  period  in  which  case  actual  consumption  would  have  been  less  than 
the  quantity  distributed.  Allowing  for  this  on  the  one  hand  and  on  the 
other  for  normal  increases  in  consumption  due  to  the  increases  in  pop- 
ulation and  for  refining  losses,  the  quantity  of  sugar  needed  in  the  cal- 
endar year  1963  is  expected  to  approximate  9,800,000  short  tons,  raw 
value . 

"Refiners'  inventories  of  quota  sugar  at  the  end  of  1962  are  expected  to 
be  slightly  higher  than  at  the  end  of  1961  and  significantly  higher  than 
those  held  at  the  end  of  other  recent  years.  It  is  essential  that  these 
inventories  be  maintained  at  present  or  higher  levels  to  assure  an  un- 
interrupted flow'of  supplies  to  consumers. 

''Prices  for  sugar  invrecent  months  have  been  within  a  range  of  6.35  to 
6.55  cents  per  pound  and  the  quotations  on  the  New  York  Coffee  and 
Sugar  Exchange  for  contracts  for  delivery  in  the  early  months  of  1963 
have  also  been  within  this  range. 

"Since  the  United  States  is  not  in  diplomatic  relations  with  Cuba,  the 
provisions  of  Sec.  202(c)(4)  of  the  Act  preclude  the  establishment  of  the 
proration  for  that  country  of  1,6  54,341  short  tons,  raw  value.  Of  that 
quantity  1  50 , 000  short  tons,  raw  value,  is  allocated,  130,000  tons  to  the 
Dominican  Republic  and  20,000  tons  to  Argentine  in  accordance  with 
Sec.  202(c)(4)(b)  of  the  Act  and  the  President's  Proclamation  3485.  Of 
the  remaining  1,504,341  short  tons,  raw  value,  750,000  tons  is  herein 
authorized  for  purchase  and  importation  from  any  country  that  is  a  net 
exporter  of  sugar  and  with  which  this  country  is  in  diplomatic  relations. 
Provision  is  made  to  authorize  for  purchase  and  importation  during  the 
period  January-May  1963  the  750,000  tons  on  the  basis  of  proposals  to 
be  submitted  by  foreign  countries  on  or  before  December  20,  1962,  to 
give  special  consideration  to  countries  purchasing  United  States  agri- 
cultural commodities.  Any  part  of  the  750,000  tons  not  authorized  pur- 
suant to  such  proposals  may  be  authorized  • on  the  basis  of  the  order  of 
eligibility  established  in  Part  817  of  this  Chapter. 

"Based  on  expected  price  relationships,  it  is  hereby  found  that  a  fee  of 
1.80  cents  per  pound,  raw  value,  will  approximate  the  difference  be- 
tween the  market  price  for  raw  su^ar  (adjusted  for  freight  to  New  York 
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and  most-favored-nation  tariff)  eligible  for  importation  into  the  United 
States  from  foreign  countries  within  the  quantity  provided  pursuant  to 
Sec  202(c)(4)  of  the  Act  and  the  price  for  raw  sugar  at  a  level  that  will 
fulfill  the  domestic  price  objective  set  forth  in  Sec  „  201.  Accordingly, 
as  a  conditionfor  the  importation  of  sugarwithin  the  quantities  and  quota 
prorations  established  in  this  regulation,  fees  are  provided  of  1.80  cents 
per  pound  for  the  quantity  authorized  for  importationfrom  foreign  coun- 
tries as  a  group  pursuant  to  Sec.  202(c)(4)  of  the  Act;  0.36  cents  per 
pound  for  raw  sugar  authorized  from  individual  foreign  countries  within 
quota  prorations  established  pursuant  to  Sec.  202(c)(3)  of  the  Act;  and 
0.56  cent  per  pound  for  direct-consumption  sugar  authorized  for  im- 
portation within  the  limitations  established  pursuant  to  Sec.  207(e)(2)  of 
the  Act.  "

1.  October  1962  sugar  deliveries  for  continental  U.  S.  consumption, 
830,000  short  tons,  raw  value  (preliminary)  down  about  20,000  from 
September  1962  but  up  40 ,  000  tons  from  October  1961.  January-Octo- 
ber 1962  deliveries  8,156,000  short  tons,  raw  value,  up  about  101,000 
tons  from  the  January-October  1961  period.  Final  data  for  September 
1962  deliveries  850,000  -  same  as  previously  published  preliminary. 

2.  Primary  distributors'  stocks  November  3,  1962  were  1,211,355 
short  tons,  raw  value  (preliminary)  down  50,000  tons  from  a  year  ear- 
lier but  ujd  375,000  tons  from  end  September  1962.  During  October  beet 
processors'  stocks  increased  by  about  415,000  tons,  mainland  sugar- 
cane processors'  stocks  by  about  19,000  tons;  refiners'  stocks  de- 
creased by  about  52,000  tons,  and  importers  of  direct-consumption 
stocks  by  about  7,000  tons. 

3.  Charges  to  quotas  January  1  to  November  16,  1962  were  8,877,175 
short  tons,  raw  value,  leaving  a  balance  of  1,077,115  tons  to  be  sup- 
plied within  the  10,000,000  tons  total,  of  which  58,99  5  tons  may  be 
filled  with  direct-consumption  sugar. 

4.  Regionally,  January-September  deliveries,  1962  as  compared  with 
1961,  were  up  to  3  regions  and  down  to  2  --  Increases:  Western  3.1 
percent,  South  0.6  percent,  North  Central  0.3  percent;  Decreases:  New 
England  2.2  percent,  Middle  Atlantic  0.3  percent.
